In consequence of the greater range’ and 
power of modern artillery and musketry fire, a 
memorandum upon the formation of infantry for 
the attack has, lately been issued by the. 
British: War Office. Troops allotted: for the

first'line, subdivided into firing tine, supports and 
reserves, engages the enemy, and is intended 
“eventually to. establish itself within. charging

enemy from the moment such fire becomes 


eftective; to push forward as near his porivinn | - 


as possible ; and thence to deliver such a heavy 


fire as will cnable the second line to approach |

The supports and the reserves keep 
the firing line atits most efficient strength by 
filling the gaps caused ‘by the casualties; 
protect its finks by the firing they can bring 
to bear ypon any troops which threaten them ;
